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RECOVERY IS ON 
THE RIGHT ROAD 



THE revitalisation of one of 
Oswestry’s main retail streets 
has started - as the town pre¬ 
pares to greet thousands of visi¬ 
tors at this weekend’s food festi¬ 
val and employment experts say 
businesses are now expanding 
and competing for staff. 

Community leaders say they hope 
the clean-up of Cross Street and the 
positive employment news are signs 
Oswestry is on the right road to eco¬ 
nomic recovery. 

Cross Street has been blighted by empty 
shops leading to a campaign encouraging 
landlords to take action. The campaign 
is paying off as one of the most run-down 
shops is being repaired with a view to being 
re-let later this year. 

Town Mayor Peter Cherrington said he 
was pleased to see progress being made on 
the former Be-Wise building and also to see 
two new shops opening on Cross Street. 

Athena’s Artisans opened last week and 
the town’s former cinema, which has an en¬ 
trance on to Cross Street, will be opening as 
The Original Factory Shop in August. 

Cllr Cherrington said: “It’s development 
and employment for Oswestry, which is 
only a good thing. We’ve all been through 
it financially but Oswestry is a town that 
bounces back very quickly.” 

The clean-up of Cross Street comes ahead 
of one of the most important weekends of 
the town’s retail calendar. 

The food and drink festival is based 
around town centre streets including Cross 
Street and will feature more than 50 stalls. 

Among them will be Treflach Farm whose 
success has snowballed since having a stall 
at the very first festival nine years ago. 

The firm now employs 14 people and is 
looking to open a farm shop later this year. 

Community events will also run in Cae 
Glas Park over the weekend with festival 
organisers hoping all the attractions will 
help boost town businesses. 

Meanwhile, experts from Oswestry firm 
Lanyon Bowdler said businesses in Shrop¬ 
shire are expanding at such a rate that 
competition to employ skilled staff is higher 
than at any time in recent years. 

Head of employment law John Merry 
said many clients were reporting strong 
performance which is being reflected in 
growing staff numbers.

Teenagers are given sexting warning 

TEENAGERS who send indecent images of in theory be done for distributing child porn, were investigated for sexting activities. Of the 6C 


images 

themselves to each other have been warned they 
could face child porn charges. 

Police in Welshpool attended classes at the 
town’s high school to urge pupils not to send 
such photographs to anyone in case they end up 
in the wrong hands. 

Pc Lindsay Sweetman, of the town’s neigh¬ 
bourhood police team, said there had been a 
spate of incidents regarding “sexting” in the 
town. 

She said: “We go into the school and one of the 
things we have spoken about is sexting. It shocks 
a lot of people when we tell them, but it could 
lead to a pretty serious charge. 

“If you are a 14-year-old and you send an 
indecent image of yourself to your boyfriend or 
girlfriend then it is still an offence and you could 


theory be done for distributing child porn. 
Imagine what would happen if you sent a pic¬ 
ture to your boyfriend and then he sent it on to 
other people? 

“It is really dangerous and I would urge 
youngsters not to get involved with it. 

“We had a time when we were getting quite 
a few reports of this nature, but since we have 
been into the schools it has died down quite a 
bit.” 

Pc Sweetman added: “Touch wood the mes¬ 
sage has got through, but it is something we are 
keen to remind youngsters to avoid.” 

West Mercia Police, which covers the Oswe¬ 
stry area, has also warned of the dangers of sex¬ 
ting. 

The force said in 2013/14 and 2014/15 a total 
of 60 children, whose ages ranged from 12 to 17, 


were investigated for sexting activities. Of the 60 
children, 34 were girls and 26 were boys. 

DCI Sean Paley said: “There is a trend, seen 
nationally, among children and young people to 
take indecent photographs of themselves, and 
sometimes even of friends, to send each other or 
post in public places. 

“This could be on the internet, such as on 
social media sites, or by sending the photos to 
each other on mobile phones. 

“This may be considered harmless fun by 
some but it really isn’t. It can have huge emo¬ 
tional consequences for those involved, leaving 
them vulnerable to blackmail, bullying and harm 
after sharing an image. 

“It’s important to remember that once they 
have sent an image they lose control of where 
it ends up.” 


TRANSPORT 

Government is 
urged to discuss 
one-way system 

WELSH government officials have been 
urged to hold a meeting with Welshpool 
councillors over the town’s controversial 
one-way system. 

Montgomeryshire AM Russell George 
said he has urged Leader Of The House 
Jane Hutt to send officials to meet Welsh¬ 
pool Town Council. 

A public meeting was held in Welshpool 
last month on the issue but Welsh Gov¬ 
ernment officers were instructed not to 
attend. 

Now Mr George has raised the issue in 
the Welsh Assembly and said he will also 
be holding discussions with Welshpool 
Town Council. 

Mr George said: “A public meeting was 
held at the end of June with more than 
100 residents in attendance. 

“I understand the Welsh Government 
had been reluctant to meet with the town 
council to discuss the outstanding issues 
which are yet to be addressed by the 
Welsh Government and the Trunk Road 
Agency.” 

Mr George added: “While I know views 
on the one-way system vary, it would seem 
that there is a consensus that a number of 
alterations would support the better flow 
of traffic in the town including the idea of 
Brook Street/Union Street becoming two- 
way, a proposal which the Welsh Govern¬ 
ment has previously rejected.” 

Mr George said he will now wait for a 
reply from the Welsh Government. 


DEVELOPMENT 


Lidl bid receives 
highways boost 

HIGHWAYS officers say there are no 
traffic reasons why a Lidl supermarket 
should not be built in Oswestry. 

Lidl has applied for planning permis¬ 
sion to build the store on the current JT 
Hughes car dealership site at the junction 
of Shrewsbury Road and Victoria Road. 
Objectors say the store will create traffic 
problems. 

But Shropshire Council officers said the 
highway authority raised no objection to 
permission being granted subject to road 
and parking improvements. 

The planning application is expected to 
go before councillors later this year.

Emergency work carried 
out on Montgomery Canal 


Funding delight for town’s bunkhouse

A SECTION of the Montgomery 
Canal has been temporarily cut 
off while emergency repairs are 
carried out to a leak in the wall of 
the 200-year-old waterway. 

The repair work at Aston Locks 
near Queens Head, Oswestry, is in the 
middle of a Site of Special Scientific 
Interest and waterway bosses say the 
work has to be carefully planned to 
minimise the impact on the environ¬ 
ment and animal life. 

Waterways manager Wendy Capelle, 
from the Canal & River Trust, said: “This 
is a great opportunity for people to see the 
rest of the canal while this emergency work 
is carried out. 

“We apologise for any inconvenience 
caused by the work, but this is a 200-year- 
old canal and repair work needs to be car¬ 
ried out. 

“It is made more difficult in this location 
because of the Site of Special Scientific 
Interest and we have to balance the work 
being carried out against the disturbance 
to the conservation area.” 

The stretch of canal will be closed for the 
foreseeable future, but an updated sched¬ 
ule will be issued tomorrow (Friday) bosses 
have said. 

Specialist contractors visited the locks 
to see exactly what work needs to be done 
and have drawn up designs for the repair 
works. 

Before work began they also had to get 
special environmental approvals to allow 
them to carry out the repairs because of 
the area’s designation as a Site of Special 
Scientific Interest. 

Last month temporary repairs were 
made between lock one and two which sta¬ 
bilised the failing wall until the full repair 
work started. 

Until the repairs to Aston Locks are com¬ 
pleted, the Navigation Inn pub at Maes- 
bury, is offering a taxi service for boaters 
arriving at the current temporary end of 
navigation at Queen’s Head. 

Transport will leave Queen’s Head at 
5.45pm, returning from the Navigation 
Inn at 9pm. 

The cost is £2.50 per person for the re¬ 
turn seven mile trip, including a free drink 
when ordered with a meal. 

Walkers are still able to pass the repair 
site and see the work being done to fix the 
leaks. 


A SCOUT, guide and community centre has 
secured a £5,000 grant from a community 
prize fund. 

Chirk Bunkhouse - the headquarters of 
Chirk Scouts and Guides - was awarded 
the money by Jewson Builders Merchants 
as part of its Building Better Communities 
scheme. 

Representatives of the trust that man¬ 
ages the bunkhouse were presented with 
the prize by celebrity property developer 
Sarah Beeny at a Birmingham awards cer¬ 
emony. 

The Lon y Bugail Trust plans to spend 
the funds on improving the heating system 
in the bunkhouse. 


Secretary Lynne Painter said she was 
“delighted” to have won the £5,000. 

More than 2,000 applications were re¬ 
ceived by Building Better Communities, 
of which 63 were shortlisted for an online 
voting process. 

After thousands of votes were entered on 
Facebook and Twitter, a group of judges se¬ 
lected the winners. 

Representatives of the Lon y Bugail Trust 
were congratulated on the funding boost by 
Simon Maynard, manager at Jewson Build¬ 
ers Merchants in Chirk. 

Penlee Lifeboat Station won the grand 
prize of £50,000, while Chirk Bunkhouse 
was one of 12 regional winners to share in 


a further £50,000. Chirk Bunkhouse has 
become a valuable community asset and as 
well as scouts and guides, it is used by the 
local community and by visitors from fur¬ 
ther afield. 

The property can sleep 22 people in bunk 
beds in three rooms holding 12, six and four 
respectively. Visitors can also bring extra 
camp beds to put up in the main hall if re¬ 
quired. The maximum number of people 
allowed to sleep in the main hall is 30. 

The property has a fully equipped kitchen 
including a large electric cooker, microwave 
and fridge/freezer, and all utensils, except 
for tea towels and hand towels, are pro¬ 
vided.

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Solar farm 
bid fails to 
win backing 

PLANS for a huge solar farm in coun¬ 
tryside near Oswestry have been 
thrown out by Shropshire Council. 

Bristol-based company Elgin En¬ 
ergy Esco Ltd had originally wanted 
to build a 78-acre solar farm at Rho- 
sygadfa on the edge of Gobowen. 

It then revised its plans to a smaller 
scheme taking up 52 acres. 

An electricity substation and eight 
foot-high security fencing would also 
have been built along with the 40,000 
solar panels. The company stressed 
that once the panels had been erected, 
the land would have been used to 
graze sheep and the panels would 
be removed at the end of their oper¬ 
ational life with no concrete pads or 
any other permanent reminder of the 
farm. 

But Councillor Steve Charmley said 
Rhosygadfa would have been ruined. 
He said: “This plan is for large scale, 
industrial development. I am for solar 
farms, they provide clean, green en¬ 
ergy. But they have to be in the right 
place.” 

Nick Williams, representing the 
agent for the applicant, said the solar 
farm could have powered up to 3,000 
houses. He said: “This would be an 
important contribution to the alter¬ 
native energy supply. The applicant 
has reduced it in size because of local 
worries and the two fields nearest to 
residents have been taken out of the 
application.”

Chamber raises worries 
over pavement rulings

BUSINESS leaders in Oswestry 
are asking firms which are fall¬ 
ing foul of new rules regarding 
the use of the pavement outside 
their premises to contact them. 

A cafe in the town says it is losing 
customers after being told it is only 
allowed to put two tables outside its 
premises. 

Caroline’s Viennese Patisserie is a popu¬ 
lar spot for alfresco dining and previously 
had five tables outside its premises in Fes¬ 
tival Square. 

But Shropshire Council officials have 
now told staff that five tables are too many 
and that any piece of furniture can only 
protrude a metre from the shop window. 

Patisserie manager for the last 19 years, 
Jean Meredith, said the ruling had affected 
trade.“The summer is our busiest time as 
customers love coming and sitting at our 
outside tables and chairs,” she said. 

“Now we see them waiting for those sit¬ 
ting at the tables to leave, or sitting on the 
benches in Festival Square waiting for a 
table to come free.” 

Another trader who has been told to 
remove goods on the pavement is florist 
Wendy Hughes, who runs The Flower Gal¬ 
lery on Bailey Street. 

She says council inspectors said the flo¬ 
ral displays outside her shop contravened 
new accessibility rules for blind and partial¬ 
ly-sighted people. 

Oswestry Chamber of Commerce has 
urged traders who have similar problems 
to contact it so the body can raise the issue 
with council bosses. Chamber chairman 
Jools Payne said: “Oswestry has a won¬ 
derful cafe culture and an attractive street 
scene. People visit the town not only to 
shop but to enjoy the atmosphere and sur¬ 
roundings.” 

Paul McGreary, Shropshire Council’s 
head of business support and regulatory 
services, said: “Shropshire Council sup¬ 
ports the safe use of pavement areas for 
businesses to display their products and 
create a cafe culture and provide a vibrant 
shopping experience. 

“As part of the consideration of permit¬ 
ting the use of pavements pedestrian and 
road safety are of paramount concern - we 
need to ensure that the pavement is still 
safely usable by pedestrians, particularly 
those with mobility issues, visual impair¬ 
ment and pushchairs.”

Trucker admits 
death charge 

A LORRY driver has admitted caus¬ 
ing the death of a Shropshire man in 
a crash on the M5. 

Julian James Ketcher, 43, had 
previously denied causing death by 
dangerous driving of car driver Alan 
Clements in a crash on December 5, 
2012. But at Exeter Crown Court yes¬ 
terday (Wednesday) Ketcher changed 
his plea and admitted the charge. 

Mr Clements, 47, from Hengoed, 
near Oswestry, died as a result of a 
five-vehicle accident on the north¬ 
bound carriageway of the M5 at the 
Hele Straight near junction 28 for 
Cullompton. 

The Recorder of Exeter, Judge 
Francis Gilbert QC, who heard the 
case, remanded Ketcher in custody. 
He asked for reports to be prepared 
ahead of sentencing, which will take 
place on July 24.

“Mr Cameron mentioned during the 
election campaign that he would like 
to return to the show,” the spokesman 
said. “Then during Prime Minister’s 
Questions he repeated this so we are 
extremely pleased that the visit is still 
high on his agenda.”

Homes are 
approved by 
councillors 

AN 11th hour bid to stop 10 homes being 
built in St Martins near Oswestry has been 
lost. 

Shropshire Council’s north planning 
committee granted the reserved matters 
application on Tuesday for the homes to the 
west of Cottage Lane in the village. 

Outline planning permission had already 
been granted for the development. 

Villager Sue Heard said there were con¬ 
cerns about the narrow lane. She said that 
the main worry was the over development 
of the village and also the problems with 
the waste and surface water in St Martins. 

Councillor Steve Davenport said that 
the condition that the water infrastructure 
should be in place before the houses were 
built had not been complied with. 

But council officers stressed that the re¬ 
served matters could be passed as long as 
the water improvements were carried out 
before building work was started. 

Meanwhile, in a separate development 
for the village, housing group Wrekin 
Housing Trust has unveiled plans to build 
more homes for local people. 

The trust working on plans for a third 
phase of housing, following the success of 
its community-led developments in the vil¬ 
lage. 

A community-led project board was set 
up last year to combat the issue of a lack of 
good-quality, affordable housing. 

The third phase will provide a number of 
bungalows and a specially adapted property 
for a local family with a disabled child. 


met Mr Starbuck to reassure him that doz- 
- ens of local people already use the site and 
would be disappointed if anything was to 
change at the field. 

Kate Betts, spokeswoman for the Friends 
Of Brynhafod Field, said the group had had 
a constructive conversation with Mr Star- 
buck. 

She said: “Mr Starbuck was of the opin¬ 
ion that the field was a dirty, unused, 
wasted site, based on observations he made 
when occasionally driving past the field. We 
were able to assure Mr Starbuck that the 
field is a clean, much used and loved space 
within the community. 

“Brynhafod is in use 365 days a year to 
host recreational activities including chil¬ 
dren running around, playing football, bad¬ 
minton, kite hying. 

“Others enjoy yoga, tai chi and tight 
rope walking. Children’s birthday parties 
also take place. Locals meet in the field to 
walk and chat, or sometimes to be alone 
and read. Teenagers relax in the field, chat, 
laugh and play music. 

“Mr Starbuck expressed concern about 
young children being knocked over by dogs. 
We were able to allay his fears by explain¬ 
ing that dog walkers are human too and the 
majority of owners would put their dog on 
a lead or leave the field if young children 
were running around. 

“People do exercise their dogs in field, 
including the RNIB and residents who are 
wheelchair users, but dogs are under con¬ 
trol and poop picked up.” 

Mrs Betts said they did agree that im¬ 
provements could be made so that the space 
is used more by the local community, with 
possibilities including an increase in size of 
the small children’s play area and the pro¬ 
vision of more benches. 

She said: “It was suggested to section off 
half the field, so that informal ball games 
could be played freely without dogs joining 
in, yet still enabling dogs to be socialised 
off lead. 

“We are all keen to raise awareness of 
the memorial trees in the field, planted in 
recognition of the Boy’s High School pupils 
who fell in WW2.”

THREE osprey chicks have been ringed 
and named by volunteers in Mid Wales so 
they can keep track of them when they 
leave their nest this autumn. 

The chicks at the Dyfi Osprey Project, 
near Machynlleth, were visited by a small 
team of experts, led by Tony Cross, who 
went up to the nest. 

After carefully removing the chicks from 
the nest, the rings were attached to their 
legs and each chick was weighed. Each 
chick had a blue plastic ring placed on its 
right leg with a number on it and a smaller 
metal British Trust for Ornithology ring on 
its left leg so that they can be identified if 
they return to the Dyfi in the future. The 
three chicks, previously nicknamed Bob 1, 


Bob 2 and Bobby Bach, were given the ring 
numbers Wl, W2 and W3. 

While they were out of the nest they were 
placed in a bag and weighed, which helps 
experts determine their gender. They have 
also been named, and as in previous years, 
their names have been taken from Welsh 
rivers. Emyr Evans, from the Dyfi Osprey 
Project, said: “Bobby Bach, the youngest, 
has been ringed Blue W3. He is a male and 
we’ll now call him Brenig. Bob 2, Blue W2, 
is a female called Celyn, and Bob 1 is a fe¬ 
male we think. She has ring Blue Wl and 
is called Merin. We’re delighted to say that 
all three chicks have been ringed and they 
all looked in absolutely perfect condition.”

Council’s SAMDev planning blueprint for 
the future. 

But Dr Heyworth said the fight to stop 
development was by no means over. 

“There now has to be a planning appli¬ 
cation that will be considered by Shrop¬ 
shire Council and I believe that because 
the site is so close to a scheduled ancient 
monument, it could well go to a planning 
inquiry,” he said. 

“There is still a lot to fight for and I and 
the Council for British Archaeology are 
ready to do what we can to preserve the 
setting of the hillfort. 

“It is one of the best preserved Iron Age 
hillforts in Britain. I am incredibly im¬ 
pressed with the hillfort, the ramparts are 
huge and still very much intact. Hillforts 
were the medieval castles of their time. 
The land surrounding them would have 
been homesteads on which people would 
live and farm. 

“In times of danger they would retreat to 
the hillfort. The National Planning Policy 
Framework states clearly that the signifi¬ 
cance of the monument can be harmed or 
lost through alteration or destruction of 
the heritage asset or development within 
its setting. 

“The proposal to allocate this site for 
housing will clearly have a major impact on 
the setting of the monument. It will dam¬ 
age key views of the monument and have a 
major impact on the perception of the hill¬ 
fort in its landscape.” 

Dr Heyworth praised the campaign 
group Hands off Old Oswestry Hillfort, for 
fighting planning applications close to the 
ancient monument. 

“The exceptional work it has done has 
brought Old Oswestry to national and in¬ 
ternational attention,” he said. 

“It has already brought more visitors to 
the site, which can only bring economic 
benefits to the town of Oswestry. If people 
visit the hillfort they will probably also visit 
the town and spend money with local busi¬ 
nesses. The campaign group’s fight to stop 
development is far from over.”

I’m 100 per cent behind local 
authorities asking for the power 
to fine car owners when litter is 
thrown from their vehicles. 

The Local Government Asso¬ 
ciation is lobbying for powers to 
issue penalties to car owners, re¬ 
gardless of who throws the litter 
from the vehicle..

Brand also denounced the 
minute’s silence held across the 
country in memory of those who 
died on the hotel beach, blaming 
the attack on Britain’s policy of 
selling arms abroad, military in¬ 
terventions and bombing cam¬ 
paigns overseas. 

He made his remarks in front 
of a stunned audience of just 100 
in a Hackney theatre which tells 
you something about how popu¬ 
lar this guy really is.

For nearly five years the pro¬ 
posed line of pylons linking new 
wind farms in Mid Wales has 
threatened a stretch of open 
country south of Oswestry with 
a significant impact on a large 
number of constituents. 

After years of campaigning, I 
am delighted that it looks like we 
have been successful as plan¬ 
ning permission has not been 
finalised and the pylon route not 
confirmed. To the relief of great 
many people between here and 
Powys it is most unlikely the 
planned wind farm will happen, 
making the pylons unnecessary. 

I am pleased that a majority 
Conservative government is able 
to take a new direction on on¬ 
shore wind. Onshore wind farms 
often fail to win local support. To 
address the concerns of those 
affected, the Government has 
given more power to local com¬ 
munities on where wind farms 
can be built, with the final say 
resting locally. This new planning 
guidance took effect on June 18. 

The Government is also legis¬ 
lating to close the Renewables 
Obligation scheme to new on¬ 
shore wind from April 1, 2016, a 
year earlier than planned. 

Wind farms have devastat¬ 
ed landscapes, blighted views, 
divided communities, killed ea¬ 
gles, carpeted the countryside 
and the very wilderness that the 
“green blob” claims to love with 
new access tracks cut deep into 
peat, boosted production of car¬ 
bon-intensive cement, and driv¬ 
en up fuel poverty, while richly 
rewarding landowners. I do not 
believe it is right that through 
increased utility bills my poorest 
constituents should be paying 
money to wealthy landowners. 
Furthermore the cost is rising, 
not falling. DECC wrongly as¬ 
sumed that the price of gas 
would only rise. Four years ago 
the then Liberal Democrat En¬ 
ergy Secretary confidently ar¬ 
gued that renewables would be 
cheaper than gas by 2020. But 
this was based on a DECC fore¬ 
cast that gas prices would dou¬ 
ble. Yet on the coldest day of the 
year in January wind only pro¬ 
duced one per cent of our ener¬ 
gy needs. Whilst we have taken 
to wind more than many of our 
continental neighbours, the EU 
is bound to repeat our mistakes. 

Wind capacity in the EU 
must rise from 83GW in 2010 
to 984GW in 2050.This means 
an increase from 42,000 wind 
turbines across Europe, to near¬ 
ly 500,000 wind turbines. This 
would require a vast acreage of 
wind turbines that would wall- 
to-wall carpet Northern Ireland, 
Wales, Belgium, Holland and 
Portugal combined. Obviously 
this is madness. The Conserva¬ 
tives have put a stop to subsi¬ 
dised wind farms in the UK and 
I hope that others start to follow 
our common sense example.

Time to look at how we staff hospitals 


GOVERNMENT ministers are now crack¬ 
ing down on privately owned supply staff 
agencies, who fill the gaps when NHS staff, 
mainly nurses, are off for various reasons, a 
lot due to stress and pressure from superior 
staff to meet demands from Government. 

We, the public, always fully support our 
nurses, except the few who haven’t got the 
patients’ interests at heart. 

We have in most hospital authorities a 
senior administrative manager over the ar¬ 
ea’s hospital NHS authority, earning more 
than our Prime Minister. 

That cannot be justified. 

Then we have nurses, who don’t earn 


enough to pay their house bills, or even af¬ 
ford a mortgage, and struggle on high rents, 
receiving help financially from parents. 

In some cases a NHS nurse, who is also 
registered with the NHS and private staff 
agencies, can and does work a minimum 
eight hour shift and one hour unpaid pa¬ 
perwork after that shift. Also, it could be 
a 12 hour shift plus one hour paperwork 
after the shift - then immediately back on 
duty, working the same ward, but usually 
another ward, under the private staff sup¬ 
ply agency, and perform another shift back 
to back. 

I spoke to a mature qualified nursing 


sister, who now only works part-time for 
the private staffing agency. She says she 
earns as much in three shifts as she would 
working a full week for the NHS, and it fits 
in well with her own family requirements, 
and of course the money is far better. This 
particular nursing sister no longer works 
for the NHS, or has ever done any double 
shifts, but she knows it goes on. 

What are the private staff agencies doing, 
allowing their private staff to work double 
shifts or any shift without sufficient rest? 

This must stop now.

A long trip to 
register death 
of loved one is 
so very cruel 

NOTHING can be more exciting than re¬ 
cording a marriage, civil partnership/gay 
marriage or birth of your first child, but 
finding time to do it can be hard. 

Nothing can be more painful than regis¬ 
tering a death of a loved one, which needs 
to be done with dignity and without fuss. 

But now the Conservative run Shrop¬ 
shire Council says we might soon have to 
travel all the way from Ludlow to Shrews¬ 
bury to register a death, as well as a birth 
or marriage. 

Shropshire Council is eyeing up reducing 
hours at Ludlow Registrars Office or clos¬ 
ing it altogether. 

Ok, I understand that the council needs 
to save money. Times are hard. 

But at the same time the council wants to 
centralise services. 

It was ever thus. 

But to force people to take a 60 mile 
round trip by bus which is a six hour round 
trip from Clee Hill to register the death of 
a loved one is cruel. 

And its assessment of how the changes 
will affect people with disabilities and mo¬ 
bility problems is badly flawed. 

As a disabled person who suffers with 
cerebral palsy and congestive heart failure 
and lives in the rural area of Ludlow (Clee 
Hill) were there is only a bus one every two 
hours, I was appalled to read what they 
were proposing, not only for myself but 
for the other vulnerable, elderly and those 
people who do not drive, or are on benefits 
and have to save money to either get on a 
bus or train. 

That is why I wrote to our recently re¬ 
elected MP Philip Dunne asking him firstly 
his thoughts on this matter and what he 
proposed to do about it. Mr Dunne has writ¬ 
ten back to me, informing me that he has 
written to Shropshire Council with my pro¬ 
posal of keeping the registry office open for 
two days a week. I am not going to give up 
on this until a satisfactory solution for the 
people of Ludlow has been resolved.

Proposalsfor 
road are hit 
by a setback 

CHANGES to improve the safety of a 
main village road which runs past a 
primary school will not be made for 
another year because parish council¬ 
lors were too late in applying for help, 
dismayed residents have been told.

He said: “We were advised it has to 
be in by February and that is what we 
did. 

“I was not under the impression it 
would be deferred for a year.” 

The changes were suggested after 
calls by residents to improve safety 
amid fears that a child could be seri- 
ous ly injured if nothing was done.

Osprey project in the 
running for big award 


A PROJECT to bring people of all 
ages face to face with rare birds has 
been shortlisted for the 2015 Nation¬ 
al Lottery Awards. 

The Dyfi-Osprey Project, run by Mont¬ 
gomeryshire Wildlife Trust, received a 
grant from the Lottery to built its “360 
Observatory” and the completed building 
is one of six shortlisted out of 620 projects 
in the environment section of the awards. 

And project manager Emyr Evans said a win 
could also help secure the future of the project, 
which will lose a large proportion of its funding 
in September. 

Mr Evans said: “In 2012, Montgomeryshire 
Wildlife Trust received a grant from the Heritage 
Lottery Fund and started work on designing and 
building a different kind of place to watch wild-

life.We wanted to build a place where the wildlife 
comes to you, where you are encouraged to ask 
questions, not be silent, and where you can bring 
the whole family to learn and engage with the 
natural world around you like you never have 
before. Since opening during Easter last year on 
our Cors Dyfi reserve, almost 50,000 people have 
visited the 360 Observatory which, at its closest 
point, is less than 200m away from the osprey 
nest. 

“There isn’t a building anywhere in Britain 
like it. You can see up, down, left and right, and 
people can interact with the birds up-close. 

“The project benefits volunteers, especially 
the older ones, some of whom were lonely before 
taking part. The observatory is an excellent way 
for them to pass the time and chat to people. If 


we win we get a huge amount of prestige which 
we dearly need right now. The project loses all 
external funding after this September.” 

Winners of the National Lottery Awards re¬ 
ceive a £2,000 cash prize to spend on their pro¬ 
ject. Mr Evans said if they win, the money will 
be spent on the 360 Observatory Wheelchair Lift 
Fund. 

“When we built the 360 Observatory we man¬ 
aged to get wheelchair users all the way there 
safely through the wet bogland and swamp on 
550m of super-wide boardwalk on stilts made 
out of recycled materials. We have no electricity 
however, so installing a lift to the top level was 
impossible,” he said.

Good health is 
the focus of teen 
campaigners 

A TEENAGER concerned by the high number of people 
with STIs in her peer group is urging people to learn more 
about sexual health. 

Lauren Cowley and a group of friends in Oswestry are 
encouraging people to be safe when having sex and not put 
themselves or their partners at risk. 

Lauren, 17, said: “More and more young people are get¬ 
ting STIs.We want them to realise the importance of wear¬ 
ing condoms to reduce these risks.” 

Lauren and her team have created a poster campaign 
with Fixers, a young person’s charity, featuring a picture of 
four bananas. Two are healthy, ripe fruits while the others 
are blotchy and rotting. The images are accompanied by a 
statistic, stating that young people aged 16 to 24 account 
for half of all newly diagnosed STIs. 

“We loved the poster. It’s exactly what we were looking 
for to reach our target audience,” said Lauren. 

“We’ve used the accompanying hashtag #No- 
GloveNoLove as we thought it would be quite catchy and 
easy for people to remember.” 

Fixers supports people aged 16 to 25 to tackle or cam¬ 
paign about any issue that matters to them, however they 
choose. Each Fixer is supported by the charity’s team of 
in-house creative professionals to produce a resource to get 
their chosen message across. 

Many young people choose to create a short film, website, 
poster campaign, information leaflet, or hold an event or 
flash mob. 


Concerns over 
closure proposals 


THE closing of many of 
Shropshire’s register offices 
will hit those suffering diffi¬ 
cult times, councillors have 
warned. 

Oswestry town councillors 
are protesting at the possi¬ 
ble closure of the offices in 
Church Stretton, Wem and 
Bishop’s Castle and the pos¬ 
sible reduction of hours at 
the Ludlow office. 

But the councillors wel¬ 
comed news that Shropshire 
Council wants to increase 
the opening hours at the 
Oswestry registrar’s office 
to create a full-time service. 

Shropshire Council is 
consulting on changes to 
the register service in the 
county. It says the low usage 
of some of the offices com¬ 
bined with a reduction in 
staffing and future plans to 
be able to book ceremonies 
online, has led it to look at 


how the service can be al¬ 
tered to better serve com¬ 
munities and reduce costs. 
But at a recent Oswestry 
Town Council meeting, 
Councillor Sandy Best said 
shutting offices would not 
be serving communities. She 
said: “I am very pleased that 
Oswestry could get a full 
time service, but I feel very 
sorry for those people who 
will have to get into the big¬ 
ger towns to use the service 
when their office closes.” 

Councillor Cynthia Hawk- 
sley said that those reg¬ 
istering a death would be 
particularly affected. 

“It is a difficult time an¬ 
yway but then to have to 
struggle to get to a regis¬ 
trar’s office makes it even 
more difficult,” she said. 
Councillors are to write to 
Shropshire Council with 
their views. 


Operation success 

A POLICE operation targeting criminals on north Shrop¬ 
shire roads saw nearly 90 vehicles stopped, two drivers ar¬ 
rested for drug driving and nine vehicles seized. 

Hundreds of police took part in Operation Crossbow on 
Wednesday last week which saw officers focus on roads in 
Oswestry and Whitchurch to clamp down on offences in¬ 
volving unpaid insurance, tax and un-roadworthy vehicles 
as well as cross county border criminals suspected of drug 
dealing and organised crime. The teams stopped nearly 90 
vehicles and seized nine - four for no tax, two for driving 
without a licence and three for driving without insurance.

Bosses turn to agency 
staff to help fill roles

EMPLOYERS in Shropshire are 
increasingly turning to agency 
workers to fill roles because they 
are still rebuilding following the 
financial collapse, according to a 
business chief. 

Richard Sheehan, chief executive of 
Shropshire Chamber of Commerce, 
said companies still lacked the confi¬ 
dence to take on more staff. 

It comes after a survey showed employers 
across the country were using agency work¬ 
ers to fill roles as they continue to struggle 
when recruiting skilled staff. The report by 
the Recruitment and Employment Confed¬ 
eration found that most firms have little or 
no capacity to take on more work without 
extra staff. More than four out of five of 
the 600 employers surveyed said they hired 
agency staff for skilled posts, up from 55 
per cent two years ago. 

Mr Sheehan said that locally, the use of 
agency workers was mainly because compa¬ 
nies were still rebuilding their confidence 
following the financial crash. That means 
they remain cautious about investing in a 
full-time, permanent member of staff. 

“We are in a situation where the level 
of confidence, while it has grown dramat¬ 
ically, is still some way away from all busi¬ 
nesses being willing to commit to additional 
resources,” Mr Sheehan said. 

“As confidence builds we are seeing that 
companies will feel more comfortable in 
committing to recruiting somebody on a 
full-time basis.”

Competition for skilled 
workforce is hotting up

BUSINESSES in Shropshire are 
expanding at such a rate that 
competition to employ skilled 
staff is higher than at any time in 
recent years. 

That’s the view of solicitors at a law firm 
in Oswestry, whose employment depart¬ 
ment has seen a major rise in businesses 
taking on new staff. 

Lanyon Bowdler has a base in Church 
Street and offices across the county and its 
head of employment law, John Merry, says 
many clients are reporting strong perfor¬ 
mance which is being reflected in growing 
staff numbers.

Hundreds 
at event

HUNDREDS gathered at Oswestry School 
on Saturday to celebrate the end of the aca¬ 
demic year. 

The school’s annual speech day saw former stu¬ 
dents mix with current staff and pupils for a day of 
sport, speeches and prize-giving. 

More than 800 people attended in glorious sunshine, for 
what headmaster Julian Noad described as a “fabulous” 
day. 

He said: “We had record numbers. 

“There was so many people that we had to seat people 
outside of the marquee.” 

Adventurer Tori James was the guest speaker and deliv¬ 
ered what Mr Noad said was a “truly inspirational” speech. 

In 2007 Miss James became the first ever Welsh woman 
and then-youngest British woman to climb to the summit 
of Mount Everest. 

Her expeditions have raised more than £40,000 for char¬ 
ity. 

“Tori spoke passionately and really enthralled the audi¬ 
ence,” said Mr Noad. 

“She delivered a message of ambition and inspiration.” 

Other speakers included chair of the governors Peter 
Wilcox-Jones and Mr Noad, who was celebrating the end 
of his first year at the school. 

The headmaster used his address to explain the progress 
the school has made under his stewardship, during which 
he has focused on “excellence in the classroom.” 

The traditional school versus Old Oswestrian cricket and 
rounders games took place in the afternoon and the day 
ended with a summer ball for 320 people.

TO paint walls and ceilings quick¬ 
ly and easily, you’ll need an emul¬ 
sion roller. But what do you look 
for when choosing and using one? 
Most DIY stores will have a huge 
selection of decorating equipment 
to choose from, often leaving shop¬ 
pers confused. Here are some top 
tips to make decorating your home 
just that little bit easier. 

First of all check that the roller has a 
heavy wire frame and that you’ll be able 
to get replacement sleeves, the bit you 
apply paint with, so you don’t have to 
bin the whole roller when the sleeve gets 
worn or you fail to clean it properly. 

Roller sleeves take a great deal of cleaning in 
water and if you inadvertently leave any paint 
to dry on the sleeve, it may ruin the finish the 
next time you paint. 

If you don’t have time to clean the sleeve 
properly, it’s tempting to leave it to soak. 

But this can cause the frame to rust, which 
bleeds into the paint when you use the roller. 

So take the sleeve off the frame first. 

The roller should be stiff, otherwise it will 
bend when you apply pressure, causing you to 
paint unevenly. 

To stop a roller shedding fibres, wrap mask¬ 
ing tape around the sleeve. 

When you peel off the tape, any loose fibres 
should come away with it. 

The fibres, known as the nap, are made 
of different materials and come in different 
lengths. 

Some are designed to produce a smooth fin¬ 
ish on interior walls; others are for rougher 
surfaces, such as exterior render. 

Generally, the shorter the nap, the finer the 
finish will be. 

It’s handy to have a roller with a screw- 
thread end because this allows you to screw an

extension pole into it for painting ceilings and 
really high walls, although you can get exten¬ 
sion poles/roilers in one. 

For painting behind radiators, use a radi¬ 
ator roller, which has a small head and long 
handle so you can reach down behind the ra¬ 
diator. 

You’ll have to remove column radiators and 
heated towel rails to paint behind them. 

Summer is the ideal time to do this job be¬ 
cause you don’t need the heating on.

Choosing the right paint and roller for what you need is vital

that they leave ‘tracks’, which are lines of 
paint from the side of the roller that ruin the 
finish. The more you try and roller these out, 
the more they can appear, which is very frus¬ 
trating. 

Rollers with bevelled edges are less likely to 
leave tracks, so look out for these. 

Always check the surface you’ve just painted 
for any tracks you’ve missed. 

It is often easier to remove them lightly with 
a paintbrush.

sential decorating equipment. Shoppers can 
stock up on good value painting essentials at 
Wilko (www.wilko.com).

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It's all coming up roses 
thanks to the weather 



Top tipple ideas for 
your summer picnic 



A refreshing drink is essential for any summer picnic 


EVERYTHING is blooming 
in the rose garden this year, 
thanks to the mild winter and 
spring, with little in the way 
of frost, providing stress-free 
conditions for growing. 

Varieties looking particularly 
stunning include ‘Super Troup¬ 
er’, ‘You’re Beautiful’, ‘Aphrodite’ 
and ‘Lady of Shalott’, as well as 
English old rose hybrids such as 
‘Gertrude Jekyll’ and ‘Darcey 
Bussell’. 

While they once used to be grown on 
their own in dedicated beds, they’re 
now grown in mixed borders with 
other shrubs and perennials, but given 
the huge variety of roses on sale you 
have to be careful what to plant and 
where to achieve the best results. 

Compact roses with an upright habit 
are suitable for small gardens where 
beds are only lm (40in) wide, so choose 
compact floribundas, patio roses and 
smaller English roses. 

For larger borders you’ll get a great 
effect planting less vigorous varieties 
in threes which will grow together to 
appear like one big shrub, while larger 
shrub roses are best planted singly fur¬ 
ther back in the border. 

Good plant partners include clema¬ 
tis, which can climb through the roses 
and also enjoy the same conditions and 
similar feeds, while in mixed borders 
soften roses with airy specimens such 
as catmint or lavender, which look 
amazing beneath creamy rose flowers, 
or mix it up with lady’s mantle (Alche- 
milla mollis) and perennial geraniums. 

If you want a longer season, it’s 
worth looking for repeat-flowering 


shrub roses such as Portland or Eng¬ 
lish roses from David Austin which 
combine the flower form of old shrub 
roses with the repeat-flowering qual¬ 
ity of many modern varieties. 

So, how do we keep our roses bloom¬ 
ing? 

By midsummer the first flush is 
usually coming to an end, so you’ll 
need to tidy up shrub and bush vari¬ 


eties by dead-heading and removing 
clusters of faded flowers. 

When the flowers of floribundas and 
hybrid tea roses have faded, remove 
the whole truss, cutting the stem just 
above the second or third leaf down. 

Hopefully, a little TLC will lead to 
repeat-flowering blooms and a deli¬ 
cious heady fragrance during those 
balmy summer evenings.

IN the early days of motoring, one of the 
new-fangled machines in Shropshire 
would probably have attracted a crowd 
- and it might well have been an angry 
crowd. 

Because there was a popular view that motor¬ 
ists were reckless roadhogs, risking the life and 
limb of others and scaring the horses. 

Those going at breakneck speeds - that is, any speed 
over the legal limit of 12mph - would be caught in 
police speed traps (using stopwatch technology) and 
hauled before the courts to receive heavy fines from 
unsympathetic magistrates. 

In 1898 one Edward John Pennington of Wolver¬ 
hampton paid the price for overdoing things in the 
Shifnal and Albrighton area. 

“A number of witnesses were called to prove that the 
defendant was driving a motor carriage at rates vary¬ 
ing, according to the evidence, from 18 to 25 miles an 
hour,” it was reported. 

Pennington said he was going downhill and was 
only a little over, and in any event his machine had 
three powerful brakes and could be pulled up “within 
a distance of a few yards.” He was fined £12 which, 
with costs, came to nearly £19, which was very stiff for 
the time. As early as 1903 an organisation was formed 
in Shrewsbury called the Shropshire Association for 
Protection Against Reckless Motor Driving calling for 
legislation because of the menace caused by the “high 
speed at which motor cars are frequently driven”. 

So who was Shropshire’s first motorist? 

Early hand-built cars cost a fortune and only the 
wealthy could afford them. 

The first car used in Shrewsbury is said to have been 
owned by Frederick Matthew Groves, of Castle Street. 
It had a Daimler engine, 5.5 horsepower, tube ignition, 
tiller steering, and a gate change of three forward and 
one reverse gear. It had chain drive, solid tyres, and 
carried nine people, including the driver. It plied for 
hire in Shrewsbury and Rhyl before 1899. 

Apart from Mr Groves, some of the other motoring 
pioneers in Shropshire were Dr Whitwell, Dr Stowell, 
Dr Cureton, Mr William Toy, Captain Forster of Apley, 
Lord Forester, Sir Offley Wakeman, Mr Perkins (Sun- 
dorne Castle), Mr Cavan (Eaton Mascott), Colonel S.D. 
Price-Davies (Shrewsbury), Dr Lyttle (St John’s Hill), 
Sir Alfred Bilston, Mr A.C. McCorquodale, Mr Jones 
(Alberbury), Mr G.R. Greatorex (Mytton House), and 
Mr F. Bibby (Hardwicke). 

Mr Mark Davies, of Abbey Foregate, Shrewsbury, 
was another, and opened a garage in Dogpole. At the 
time the word “garage” was quite new and he con¬ 
stantly had to tell people: “No, it’s not a place for a cup 
of tea and some cakes.” 

The first car Mr Davies had was a little De Dion 
Bouton, which weighed about two tons and had a 4.5 
horsepower engine. It was so noisy that no horn was 
needed, and the drivers wore earflaps to deaden the 
din. The car went about lOmph and was, in Mr Davies’ 
words, “like a travelling circus”, carrying five people 
underneath its canopy and side curtains. It took two 
days to get to Ellesmere and back and a day to Wol¬ 
verhampton. No return journey the same day was ever 
contemplated. Sadly the advent of the motor car also 
saw the advent of the car crash victim. 

In Shropshire, the first road accident fatality appears 
to have been four-year-old Alfred Ditcher, who ran out 
from behind a gingerbeer cart into the path of a car at 
Pant on May 16, 1904. 


FIFTY years ago Market Drayton, 
a town perceived by some to be 
lagging behind the times, was in 
the vanguard of an educational 
revolution. 

On Tuesday, September 14, 1965, 
The Grove School opened, one of a 
number of pioneering comprehensive 
schools in Shropshire. 

It is something that has intrigued Sir 
Peter Housden, one of the pupils at the 
school when it opened, and inspired him to 
research the background story - and write a 
book. “How did such a change come to such 
a sleepy town, and so early, well before the 
main thrust of comprehensive reform in the 
1970s and 1980s?” he wondered. 

His research sent him delving into ar¬ 
chives, books, old newspapers, as well as 
drawing on his own memories of those days, 
and the resulting book is called The Passing 
of a Country Grammar School. 

“There will be hard copies on sale at The 
Grove’s anniversary events. These have 
been my gift to the school,” said Sir Peter. 

“I have a further 100 ready for the pres¬ 
entation evening in December which I am 
to attend. But the prime means of distribu¬ 
tion is through a free download, through 
the link http://aps.publishingthefuture. 
info/publication/peter-housden-passing-of- 
a-country-grammar- school. ” 

Sir Peter, who has just stepped down as 
Permanent Secretary to the Scottish Gov¬ 
ernment after five years in the post, has 
produced the book specially in time for the 
school’s 50th anniversary and, as a young 
pupil, was himself a small part of the story. 

His family moved from Bristol, where he 
attended Bristol Grammar School, to Mar¬ 
ket Drayton when he was 12. He went to 
Market Drayton Grammar School in Long- 
slow Road, which has now been demolished. 
The grammar school and the town’s second¬ 
ary modern school were both closed to cre¬ 
ate the new comprehensive school, putting 
those of all abilities together in a single 
school, on the secondary modern school site. 

His book traces the factors which led to 
Market Drayton being chosen as suitable 
for a comprehensive school, the personal¬ 
ities involved, the strong opposition that 
the proposals caused in the town, and the 
national policy backdrop. 

It turns out that Market Drayton could 
have had a comprehensive much earlier as 
in 1952 Shropshire’s education committee 
had put forward a proposal to close the 
town’s grammar and secondary modern 
schools and build a new comprehensive. 
The driving force was acute pressure on 
accommodation at the secondary modern, 
which was at that time in Alexandra Road. 

The local response, writes Sir Peter, was 
hostile, and in the face of united opposi¬ 
tion, the idea was dropped. The newly-built 
school at The Grove opened as a secondary 
modern in September 1957. 

Meanwhile the grammar school was hav¬ 
ing its troubles.The ancient Market Dray¬ 
ton Grammar School had closed in 1909, 
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but a new grammar school was to rise again 
the following year in a tough, competitive 
environment. 

In May 1956 there was an inspection by 
Her Majesty’s Inspectors. The blunt verdict 
was: “This is not a good school.” 

In the summer of 1962, from the point of 
view of the county’s education committee, 
things started to fall into place. 

“The grammar school was consistently 
under-performing. A change of headmas¬ 
ter had not moved the school decisively 
forward. If change was required, the time 
was now. The head of the secondary modern 
school, Mr Roberts, had given notice of his 
intention to retire after 32 years’ service. 

“Appointing a successor on a like-for-like 
basis would lock the authority into a selec¬ 
tive pattern in Market Drayton for a fur¬ 
ther period,” said Sir Peter 

On October 29, the grammar school gov¬ 
ernors were called to a meeting where the 
county’s education chief Martin Wilson out¬ 
lined the plan. The grammar and secondary 
modern schools would close in favour of a 
comprehensive at The Grove. The lower 
forms would however continue to use the 
grammar school premises until new accom¬ 
modation had been completed. 

The chairman, Lt-Col Arthur Hey- 
wood-Lonsdale, pointed out the shortcom¬ 
ings of a new school initially scattered 
across several sites, but when decision time 
came Colonel T.E. Upton proposed a mo¬ 
tion, seconded by Mrs Daphne Gask, that a 
comprehensive school should be established 
in Market Drayton without delay. It was 
carried by eight votes to four. 

Ten public consultation meetings were 
held in and around Market Drayton. At a 
meeting at the grammar school, two-thirds 
of the 100 parents attending were against 
the plan. Opposition if anything increased. 

“There were 739 signatures for a peti¬ 
tion against the reorganisation. Ron Farrell 
delivered the petition to Whitehall. Hopes 
were high that this impressive show of 
opposition would be sufficient to sway the 
minds of Ministers.’’The decision lay in the 
hands of Sir Edward Boyle, the education 
minister. He was not swayed - he approved 
the plans on January 31, 1964. Donald 
Mackay was appointed the first head of 
The Grove comprehensive, which opened 
on September 14, 1965 with 1,096 pupils, 
including 66 in the sixth form. 

Sir Peter said: “Market Drayton County 
Grammar School was a creature of its age, 
and its passing was a necessary precondi¬ 
tion for the establishment of a common 
school in Market Drayton. 

“Its closure was achieved with openness 
and dignity, and enabled the comprehensive 
to get off to a flying start. 

“The process has enabled The Grove, 
which is proudly celebrating its 50th birth¬ 
day, to provide not for some part of the 
youth of the realm, but for all.”

Centenary of the start of waggon production 


HERE’S something to get steamed up about 
- this month is the centenary of the start of 
production at the Sentinel Waggon Works in 
Shrewsbury. 

Over the years the works was to turn out steam 
waggons, and later diesel waggons, which were to 
see service around the world and carry the name of 
the company far and wide. 

But while the Sentinel Waggon Works - the firm used 
the “waggon” spelling, not “wagon” - in Shrewsbury goes 
back to 1915, the story can be traced back to years earlier 
when, in Horsehay, the firm Simpson and Bibby had been 
working on the production of steam road vehicles. 

“It seems that George Woodvine was the genius appren¬ 
tice at Simpsons as he was the chief waggon designer,” 
said Mike Llewellyn, archivist with the County of Salop 
Steam Engine Society.

“Various designs were tried and a small fortune must 
have been spent. About eight waggons were built at 
Horsehay and about five were sold to customers. 


“It is believed that George Woodvine had published ar¬ 
ticles about their waggons in the technical press of the 
day and this is how Alley and MacLellan first became in¬ 
terested in the firm from Shropshire. 

“In 1903 Alley and MacLellan took over all rights to the 
business and moved all work to their factory at Glasgow. 
Probably the best asset was that of the services of George 
Woodvine and Daniel Simpson, who were both brilliant 
engineers. At Glasgow they got to work on further devel¬ 
opment work. The waggon was so changed by the time the 
first ‘Sentinel’ was produced in late 1905 that it had not 
a single part of a Simpson-Bibby waggon. 

“The waggon was named a ‘Sentinel’ after the name of 
the works in Glasgow.” 

“By 1915 Mr Woodvine had become works manager and 
was asked to find a new site for a more central factory in 
England. Not surprisingly, Shropshire was his first choice 
and so a site was found in Shrewsbury. Work started on 
construction in March of the same year.”

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it's tough on the eyes to 
catch a glimpse of a snipe 


PERHAPS with the exception of 
last week’s tarantula, I do try and 
keep most of the species in these 
columns reasonably accessible. 

This week’s star however is a bit dif¬ 
ferent. It is a fairly common bird and 
not a particularly small one at that. 

Its habits and habitats are well known 
and with the wealth of Shropshire’s wet¬ 
lands, it is frequently spotted. And yet... 

The snipe is a peculiar bird. It is a me¬ 
dium-sized wader and its proportions are 
a little higgledy-piggledy. It has short legs 
yet long wings and a short tail but the most 
exaggerated bill you could imagine; a great, 
elongated implement used to probe for in¬ 
vertebrate prey in soft ground. 

If you’ve never seen one in the wild be¬ 
fore, July may be your best bet but even 
considering that, I’m afraid you may be 
in for a tough time. The problem with the 
snipe is that it is the most fantastically 
camouflaged bird in the British Isles (in 
my mind anyway). Happily we attract a 
number of them from the continent each 
year once winter is under way and so you 
may have a decent chance in that season 
too, but summer is when snipe throw aside 
their secretive and skulking inhibitions and 
really begin flaunting it. The male performs 
“winnowing” displays during courtship, fly¬ 
ing high in circles and then taking shallow 
dives to produce a “drumming” sound by 
vibrating its tail feathers. This sound has 
been compared by others to the bleating of a 
sheep or goat; hence in many languages the 
snipe is known by names signifying “flying 
goat”, “heaven’s ram,” and in Scotland as 
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“heather-bleater” and in Finnish the name 
taivaanvuohi, “sky goat”. You may not have 
seen a pig fly, but in July a goat flying is 
apparently a little easier to see, or hear. 

The female will pick a winner from the 
displays of the males and once done, a bond 
is cemented between them to an extraor¬ 
dinary degree. The female bird lays two to 
five eggs and these are incubated by her for 
some 17 to 20 days. 

The chicks soon leave the nest after 
hatching but here’s where things get inter¬ 
esting. The male and female get together 
and begin to split the brood. 

The male then takes half the chicks, and 
the female takes the other half. A little 
sadly perhaps, there is no further contact 
between the breeding birds, but they both 
carefully tend the accompanying chicks 
until fully self-sufficient after about 20 
days. Across much of its range in Europe 
and America, snipe are not threatened. 
Yet predictably here in the UK, the popu¬ 
lation is declining with local extinction in 
some areas. Unfortunately it is the same 
old story of field drainage and agricultural 
intensification. It’s not a particularly diffi¬ 
cult situation to master and from my own 
experience in the fields around me, where 
my local farmer tends to his flock of sheep 
and herd of Herefords, a few areas of boggy 
ground left undisturbed here and there

may go a long way to helping the snipe. 
Which brings me back to the start. How 
do you actually see a snipe? Unless you 
know for sure there’s one around, even 
a lengthy examination of a patch of wa¬ 
terlogged ground or shoreline, may well 
turn out fruitless, only for you to wander 


despondently forward and flush three or 
four out instantly. It’s tough on the eyes 
and nerves snipe-watching, but perhaps 
you’ll get really lucky and find a display¬ 
ing male? Who knows, goats might fly.

Hundreds were 
rescued by fire 
crews in county 

CHILDREN locked in cars and drivers trapped after crash¬ 
es were among more than 400 people rescued by the fire 
service in Shropshire over the past year. 

The rescues were from fires, car crashes and other call¬ 
outs including people getting trapped in lifts and locked 
inside cars. 

A Freedom of Information request revealed that between 
April 1 last year and March 31 this year there were 401 
rescues made in total, with the majority being from calls 
not related to fires. 

Fire crews rescued 331 people from non-fire incidents, all 
of whom had sustained some sort of injury. 

They also rescued 70 people from fires, with only one 
escaping any harm. 

Kevin Faulkner, Shropshire Fire and Rescue Service’s 
group manager, said: “Our response starts from the mo¬ 
ment we receive a call. Our call centre staff are highly 
trained in helping people to stay safe through giving early 
advice, helping the caller to keep calm and help themselves. 

“Our firefighters not only rescue people from fires but 
are also highly skilled to rescue people from all sorts of 
situations, including flooding, car crashes, water rescues 
and rescues from height. 

“All of this contributes to making Shropshire a safer 
place to live and work.” 

Crews rescued more than a dozen people from various 
situations in June alone. In Telford a child was rescued 
after getting trapped inside a bathroom, while another 
child had to be released after being locked inside a car in 
Newport. It isn’t only children that get themselves stuck 
- a man had to be helped down from the roof of a building 
in Much Wenlock, and someone had to be rescued after get¬ 
ting themselves trapped in a gate in Donnington. 

The service’s water rescue team based at Shrewsbury has 
been busy as well, getting called out to a woman who had 
gone into the River Severn after her dog, and helping the 
police to pull her safely to shore. 

But the majority of rescues attended were to help the 
victims of car crashes across the county. 

In many of these cases the fire services works alongside 
ambulance personnel to give access to the casualties so that 
they can be treated for their injuries, and then to free them 
from their vehicles. Crews will use cutting equipment and 
metal spreaders to gain access to the vehicles, often by tak¬ 
ing the whole roof off.

Young film maker looking forward to city festival 


A TEENAGE film maker from Powys will 
have her latest production shown at a film 
festival in London after its prequel went vi¬ 
ral on the internet.

(who happens to have Down’s syndrome)’ when 
she was eight. 

Now 13, she has had the latest episode of the series 
selected to be screened at the prestigious International 
Youth Arts Festival (IYAF) in Kingston, London, this 
month. 

The self-funded fly-on-the-wall series started in 2009 
with a three-minute upload to YouTube about Agi’s life 
with little sister Magdalena that went viral. 

In 2013 Agi won the National Youth Film Festival 
(NYFF) ‘One to Watch’ award with her ‘Upbeat docu¬ 
mentary about the relationship between two unschooled 
sisters living in the remote Welsh hills.’ 

Episode 8, which will be screened twice at the festival, 
is a 45 minute film.

Agi, from Llanidloes, said: “After the first episode went 
viral, I got lots of messages from people all over the world 
saying how much they loved the video, how it inspired 
them to feel good about the future, and how it was needed 
among all the negativity about Down’s syndrome out 
there. I was asked over and over when the next episode 
was coming out, so I decided to make it a lifetime film 


project, making films every year about my life and rela¬ 
tionship with Magdalena. 

“This year’s film is 45 minutes long and is made from 
footage of our lives in 2013 taken when Magdalena was 
seven and I was 10.” 

Now Agi said she is looking forward to the screenings, 
which will take place on Sunday and Thursday. 

“The world premiere cinema screening of My Little 
Sister (who happens to have Down’s syndrome) episode 
8 will be part of the International Youth Arts Festival 
Kingston 2015, and if this wasn’t enough, I’ve been pro¬ 
grammed with Mo Ali, the cutting edge director of Shank 
and Montana,” she said. 

“We’ll be giving a talk on the digital film industry, and 
what we would tell our younger selves about entering the 
creative industry. 

“I’m looking forward to exploring the festival. There 
are so many different people involved doing different 
things, every day of the 17 days is jam packed with excit¬ 
ing events. It’s so awesome that there are so many crea¬ 
tive, inspiring people at the festival, I am really looking 
forward to attending lots of performances, participating 
in events and meeting new people.”

WELSH rally driver Tom Cave 
moved up to third in the Drive 
DMACK Fiesta Trophy after fin¬ 
ishing runner-up in the second 
round at Rally Poland, writes 
JOHN BRIDGWATER. 

Cave and Oswestry based co¬ 
driver Craig Parry had been bat¬ 
tling for the lead over the entire 
weekend and lost out by just 10.8 
seconds as the battle went down 
to Sunday’s final stage. 

After demonstrating his speed 
on the opening round of the Tro¬ 
phy in May, Cave continued as 
one of the series favourites - set¬ 
ting a hat-trick of fastest stage 
times over the weekend. Such 
was his consistency and pace, he 
finished in the top-three on 14 of 
the 17 competitive stages. 

The 23-year-old from Aberdo- 
vey used his experience of the 
ultra-fast conditions from last 
season and quickly settled into a 
strong pace as he battled against 


some of the world’s top young 
rally drivers. 

He found his Ford Fiesta R2 
was a little soft for the opening 
loop of stages on Friday morning, 
which ran close to the Russian 
border in the far north of Poland. 
But, after making some adjust¬ 
ments, he was quickly on the 
front-running pace and aiming 
for the top spot. 

He quickly overhauled Nor¬ 
wegian driver Marius Aasen by 
mid-day service on Saturday and 
opened up a lead. 

However, on the last main stage 
of the day, he dropped back to sec¬ 
ond. With no breeze in the air, he 
faced severe patches of hanging 
dust and backed off rather than 
risk making a mistake. 

With just two stages to run, he 
pushed but ended up settling for 
second. The result edges him up 
the leader-board in the race for 
the biggest prize in rallying - a 


fully paid season in 2016. 

This weekend’s event was 
based in the town of Mikolajki 
set in the middle of the pictur¬ 
esque Masurian Lake District 
in the north-east of Poland. The 
soft, sandy roads saw some crazy 
speeds with blind crests and 
high-commitment corners. 

The rally suited Cave’s driv¬ 
ing style. He grew up rallying in 
Latvia from the early age of 15 
and was quickly at home on the 
smooth gravel. 

Round three sees the series 
move to Finland for one of the 
most iconic rallies in the world. 
Neste Oil Rally Finland is a high¬ 
speed rollercoaster event and will 
see the crew battle on some of the 
most demanding stages in the se¬ 
ries. 

“It’s been an excellent event 
and I’m very pleased with the 
result but obviously a little disap¬ 
pointed,” said Cave.

MIKE Wilde savoured his hat- 
trick as The New Saints eased 
into the second qualifying 
round of the UEFA Champions 
League with a 4-1 hammering 
of B36 Torshavn at Park Hall. 

The striker became only the second Welsh Pre¬ 
mier player to score three times in a European 
tie, with his four goals over the two legs sealing a 
comfortable 6-2 aggregate win. 

In the next round, TNS will face Hungarian 
side Videoton FC, with the first leg at home next 
Tuesday. 

“First and foremost the performance was 
what we wanted and the goals were a bonus,” 
said Wilde. “Even to grab one in the Champions 
League is fantastic, but to get three is special. 

“We started really well, were on the front foot 
with good momentum. We had a plan, we had a 
remit and the lads stuck to it and got the reward 
- and now we go on to the next phase. 

“I hope I get to keep the ball, so I’m going to 
have to ask someone to grab that for me as it 
would be good to keep that as a memento. 

Delighted 

“We’ve had big games before against Liverpool 
and Man City, and I was involved in those with 
TNS, and this is also up there as it was not just 
the occasion, but getting the result as well.” 

Boss Craig Harrison was naturally delighted 
after his side won both legs of a Champions 
League tie for the first time, and was quick to 
praise the behind the scenes staff as well as the 
players. 

“It’s an amazing feeling winning both legs of 
a Champions League round with TNS, and has 
got to be right up there, if not the best, of my 
football career,” added the former Middlesbrough 
defender. 

Welsh Premier secretary Gwyn Derfel said the 
Saints’ emphatic Champions League victory over 
B36 Torshavn shows that league standards are 
improving. 

The league high-fliers swept aside the Faroe 
Islanders to register one of their best nights in 
the European competition.

Videoton, who have been crowned champions of 
Hungary for the second time, are likely to provide 
a far sterner test than the Faroe Islanders. 

They have a good pedigree in Europe, with 
their most successful season coming in 1984-85 
when they defeated Manchester United on penal¬ 
ties en route to the final of the UEFA Cup where 
they lost to Real Madrid. 

Videoton are managed by former French inter¬ 
national Bernard Casoni who was at Park Hall to 
watch the game. 


Pugh makes 
big splash

Atherton extends 
lead with third 
consecutive win 

HIGH-RIDING Rachel Atherton took 
her third consecutive World Cup win 
when storming to victory in the fourth 
round in Switzerland to extend her lead 
in the World Downhill Series. 

It was a hot and brutal weekend on 
a track in Lenzerheiden that was super 
fast, but the Powys ace was again up for 
the challenge. 

She clocked 3mins 28.126secs to fin¬ 
ish five seconds ahead of old rival and 
world champion Manon Carpenter. 

There were some tense moments with 
French rider Emmeline Ragot looking a 
threat, only to fade after clipping a tree 
in the bottom section to slip down to 
fifth position. 

“I hadn’t been enjoying the track and 
was feeling pretty nervous so I had to 
dig really deep for that final run,” said 
Llanrhaeadr-based Atherton. 

“I have huge respect for Ragot who 
has been pushing the limits and push¬ 
ing me so hard, so it’s really bad luck 
that she crashed.” 

In the men’s race, Atherton’s brother 
Gee had to settle for fifth spot after 
timing 3.02.889, some 2.354 seconds 
behind race winner Greg Minnaar, who 
recorded his 18th World cup victory. 

But there was more success for the 
Athertons as their team, GT Factory 
Racing, took the team of the day acco¬ 
lade. 
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
